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DETAILED ACTION 
Election Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1-11, drawn to a printing apparatus with the first and second 
timing outputted alternatively, with a displacement width between pixel and displaced 
position narrower than between pixels, displacement width is half of the spacing pixels. 

Group II, claim 12, drawn to a printing method with steps of outputting a first 
timing a periodical timing, outputting a second timing a periodical timing, selecting either 
the first timing or second timing. 

Group III, claim 13, drawn to a program that executes steps of carrying medium, 
performing moving and ejecting, outputting first and second timing, selecting first or 
second timing. 

Group IV, claim 14, drawn to a printing system comprising a computer and a 
printing apparatus that communicates with the computer, with a nozzle that performs 
moving and ejecting during an interval of carry operation. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I, II, III, and IV do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The 
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groups listed above are not within the permitted combination of different categories of 
inventions. As set forth in PCT/JP2005/013759, there is no special 
technical feature that defines a contribution over the prior arts US 6,142,598, US 
6,312,096, EP 1040925.EP 0885732, JP 11-10842, and JP 06-191041 define common 
technical features. 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

A. Printing process in interlace mode according to Figs. 15A.15B. 

B. Printing process in interlace mode according to Figs. 16A.16B. 

C. Printing process in overlap mode according to Figs. 17A.17B. 

4. Upon election of Group A,B, or C the applicant is further required to elect 
one of the following disclosed species. These species are deemed to lack unity of 
invention because they are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1.
